Club vows to 
give keeper a 
good send-off

A MEMORIAL fund has been set up 
for Rushden & Diamonds goalkeep¬ 
er Dale Roberts who died last week. 

The 24-year-old, who is believed to 
have taken his own life, was found 
dead last Tuesday at his home in 
Higham Ferrers. 

An inquest was opened and 
adjourned last Friday with the cause 
of death given as asphyxia. 

Chairman of the Blue Square Bet 
Premier side, Gary Calder, set up the 
fund with the full support of Dale’s 
parents. 

Mr Calder said: “Due to the circum¬ 
stances when Dale passed away, all 
insurances are null and void. 

“To assist Dale's parents with the 
finances to give him the send off he 
deserves, Rushden & Diamonds 
Football Club feel it only right and 
proper to set up this fund in his 
memory.” 

Speaking to the Herald & Post, Mr 
Calder described Dale’s death as a 
‘nightmare for everyone’. 

He said: “When you get a 24-year- 



old England C international who is 
an integral part of the squad - it beg¬ 
gars belief. 

“It is something you have to deal 
with and his parents have been down 
here on numerous occasions. 

“The nature of how he died is irrele¬ 
vant. 

“You had a 24-year-old lad with all 
his life in front of him and this is very 
tragic. 

“I would say Diamonds fans have 
reacted in the same way football fans 
have across the country. 


“We have had texts and emails from 
Premier League clubs as well as local 
clubs. 

“As I have said previously, football 
can sometimes have a black stigma 
attached to it but in times of tragedy 
it comes together as a community 
and shows a family feeling. 

“Everything bonds together accord¬ 
ingly, especially in a tragedy like this. 

“It was my decision (to set up the 
memorial fund). 

“I spoke to his parents to make sure 
they felt comfortable. 

“It is a tragic way he lost his life and 
it is only right and proper to assist his 
family so he can be sent off in the 
way he deserves.”

County’s true grit to 
keep roads moving

THIS area is coping with the 
weather - that is the message 
from Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

With several inches of snow in 
some parts of the county and arctic 
conditions throughout, the author¬ 
ity has been well prepared for the 
big freeze and still has 6,000 tonnes 
of grit left in its stocks. 

Figures released by the Tax 
Payers’ Alliance show that many 
authorities have actually bought 
less grit than last year but that is 
not the case in Northamptonshire. 

The council made sure it had 
12,000 tonnes of salt before the 
cold spell, up 1,000 tonnes from 
last year. The council bought as 
much salt as its depot could han¬ 
dle. 

It has also assured people that 
they are constantly topping up the 
salt stocks and are not in danger of 
running out, as they still have at 
least a month’s supply. 

A council spokesman said: “After 
two of the coldest and snowiest 
winters in decades the authority 
has refined its practices and intro¬ 
duced some new measures for this 
winter. 

“These include a new type of 
sugar-coated salt which can be 
used more sparingly and reduces 
corrosion to vehicles and increased 
‘resilience’ levels of salt storage - 
by increasing both the maximum 
level held in stock and the mini¬ 
mum level prior to re-order. 

“A 50/50 salt/sand mixture to be 
used in snowy conditions, also 
helps to preserve stocks.” 

The council was using gritting 
salt on the roads yesterday, but has 
warned it was not the remedy for 
heavy snow. 

When the area was hit by a large 
snow fall at 6am the crews were 
immediately sent out with ploughs 
to clear routes. 

This occurred at the same time as 
the rush hour which meant traffic 
movement was slow. The A45 
Upton Way and Danes Camp Way 
was closed for a short period of 
time to allow the gritters to get 
through.

Warning on the anniversary 
of lake men’s tragic deaths 

POLICE have issued a warning about the impor¬ 
tance of staying safe around frozen water. 

Parents of young children are reminded of the 
considerable associated risks, especially given the 
exceptional severity of the current weather condi¬ 
tions. 

This time of the month is the anniversary of the 
deaths of the men who were believed to have been 
attempting to rescue a dog, at Brightwell Lakes, 
Ringstead, on December 21 last year and died. 

Chief Inspector Gary Ashton of Wellingborough 
Safer Community Team said: “The severe weather 
conditions have again resulted in most lakes and 
ponds in the county being frozen over and we 
strongly advise people to avoid going out onto the 
ice. 

“The tragic deaths last year are unfortunately 
very real proof of how dangerous and potentially 
fatal going on to the ice can be.” 

Chief fire officer Martyn Emberson added: “A 
frozen lake or waterway may look safe but you 
can’t tell whether the ice is thick enough to hold 
your weight.”

Cash cuts set to bite - 
but council tax is frozen

NORTHAMPTON Borough Council has 
revealed that there will not be an 
increase in council tax next year. 

With it receiving less money from 
Central Government, the authority has 
outlined its proposed budget for next 
year. 

As well as the freeze in council tax, the 
council is planning on saving money by 
outsourcing waste collection, recycling 
and environmental services and creating 
a charitable trust to run leisure centres, 
to prevent closures. 

The closing of Cliftonville House will 
also cut office costs. 

Council leader Cllr Brian Hoare said: 
“Every year, since the Liberal Democrats 
took control in 2007, the council has 


been faced with cuts in spending. The 
recession and rising costs has meant that 
the council has had to cut its cloth 
accordingly. 

“This year, we knew it would be partic¬ 
ularly difficult but it is no surprise. We 
knew over a year ago that whatever 
colour of the Government, we would 
face a big cut in our grant and we have 
been planning for it by looking at key 
services like waste collection and leisure 
centres and thinking imaginatively 
about new ways of providing them. 

“It takes time to plan these changes 
and cabinet decided to accelerate the 
improvement process when the reces¬ 
sion was biting in 2008. 

“We now know that without that for¬ 
ward thinking, this year the council 
would be facing closures, cuts and higher 
charges, just what is happening on the 


Conservative-controlled county council.” 
Cllr David Perkins, responsible for coun¬ 
cil finance, said: “As a council we are 
continuing to plan ahead. 

“We are going to invest in delivering 
more efficient services, which means we 
are proposing a balanced budget not just 
for next year, but for the following year 
and for the year after that. 

“Other councils are savagely cutting 
services and are still struggling to bal¬ 
ance their budget because they did not 
sort out their finances in the way that 
Northampton has. 

“This has been a tough budget in diffi¬ 
cult circumstances, but three years of 
hard work creating a more effective and 
efficient council has led to us being able 
to weather the unprecedented financial 
storm that has been inflicted on local 
government.”

The 
increases would affect Meals on Wheels and transport for the 
elderly, but the council hoped to raise £600,000 from the 
increases. 

■ The county council was rapped by the unions for spending 
£100,000 on a campaign to find out what people want from the 
authority. In the times of austerity the critics felt that it was a 
waste of money and did not deliver any new information. 

The council argued that given the amount that would be saved 
from using the information it represented value for money.

CCTV catches diesel 
thief driver in the act

A THIEVING lorry driver who stole fuel 
so he could get to work in Northants 
from his home near Barnsley was 
caught after his company got an anony¬ 
mous tip-off. 

Brian Tunilla, 49, was put under CCTV 
surveillance and was followed by securi¬ 
ty staff from Fords. 

When he was stopped a 25-litre fuel 
container was found in his car. 

On Monday the former soldier of 
Saffron Close, Wombwell, pleaded guilty 
to theft by an employee. 

Northampton Crown Court heard he 
stole £2,000 of fuel at the rate of about 


£60 a week. Prosecutor Hena Vissian said 
Tunilla had been given a company fuel 
card to pay for diesel when he made 
deliveries for Ford in Daventry but also 
filled up containers for his own personal 
use. 

She said: “He was seen to put empty 
containers from his car into the lorry in 
the morning, fill up the vehicle with fuel 
but also the four containers which were 
put into his car at the end of the day. 

“When he was challenged a 25-litre 
container was found in his car.” 

Defence barrister Robert Sandford said 
Tunilla served as a gunner in the Royal 
Artillery for 12 years. 

He said: “This was done to ease the bur¬ 
den of the fuel costs of travelling to and 


from work in Daventry - he lives in 
Barnsley. It was not sold on and it was 
not to fund a lavish lifestyle. 

“This is his first blemish on his charac¬ 
ter.” 

Judge Richard Bray passed a 35 week 
jail sentence suspended for two years 
and ordered him to pay £200 costs. 

He said he must also pay £2,076 com¬ 
pensation. 

Judge Bray added: “This is a serious 
matter, not simply because you were an 
employee and on a regular basis stole 
their diesel but because it was over quite 
an extended period of time.”

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High-speed rail plan 
‘just wrong’ says MP

AN MP from Northampton¬ 
shire has said she feels 
‘bruised' over plans to build a 
high-speed rail network 
through the county. 

Andrea Leadsom, MP for 
South Northamptonshire, 
believes the Government’s pro¬ 
posal to run the high-speed 
line, which would connect 
London, Heathrow and the 
Midlands, through the south of 
the county will do more dam¬ 
age than good. 

“I’m still feeling very bruised 
about the consultation,” said 
Mrs Leadsom. 

“I had hoped that there would 
be something in the proposals 
as to whether we even need a 
250 mile an hour train line that 
can only go in a straight line.” 

In October, Mrs Leadsom 
helped to organise a meeting in 
UPSET: Andrea Leadsom MP Portcullis House, London with 



campaigners, politicians and 
members of the Government to 
discuss the plans. 

During the meeting, one of 
the counter-proposals made to 
Transport minister Phillip 
Hammond was to build the line 
close to existing motorways 
such as the Ml and M40. 

However, although the 
planned route is further from 
Mixbury, Brackley and 
Greatworth, it still runs near 
several villages in the south of 
the county. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “Phillip 
Hammond said he did consult 
our proposition and he did 
carefully consider it but he has 
gone with nearly the original 
proposals. 

“We will now re-group and sit 
down with all of the action 
groups. I understand that we 
need to improve our transport 
network and increase capacity 
but this is not the way to do it. 

“This is just wrong.”

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School is putting 
its past behind it

STAFF and pupils at 
The Malcolm Arnold 
Academy in Trinity 
Avenue, 

Northampton, have 
managed to create 
a new educational 
ethos in four 
months. The former 
Unity College closed 
down after it had 
fallen into special 
measures but 
re-opened in 
September under 
its new guise. 

It is now run by 
the David Ross 
Foundation, which 
was set up by the 
multi-millionaire 
founder of the 
Carphone 
Warehouse. To find 
out about this new 
start, LAWRENCE 
JOHN paid it a visit. 



PRINCIPAL Philip Cantwell is proud 
of the change of pace at The Malcolm 
Arnold Academy. 

He speaks with great satisfaction in 
the way staff and pupils not only 
accepted the changes but how readily 
parents had gone along with it all. 

The alterations Mr Cantwell spoke of 
didn’t seem radical, echoing a tradi¬ 
tional way of educating but with a 21st 
century feel. 

They include the length of the day, 
having a strict behavioural code and 
re-instating a uniform. 

He spoke about creating an atmos¬ 
phere like a business environment in 
which pupils could drive forward their 
own learning. 

Mr Cantwell said: “What we are trying 
to do is set new aspirations and expec¬ 
tations for the students. 

“The school has had a difficult period 
in the last two years (when it was Unity 
College) but we are now installing new 


standards. What we are concerned 
about is what is going to happen and 
not what has happened in the past. 

“The students now have expectations 
of behaviour and a dress code and as a 
result I think they think more of them¬ 
selves and it has raised their self aware¬ 
ness. 

“We are trying to focus on family 
values, values of decency and care and 
sensitivity” 

Mr Cantwell, who moved from 
Newcastle to take up the post, felt the 
academic results would improve but it 
was important to be judged on other 
things as well. 

He said: “We have gone from being 
the least popular school to one which 
is being oversubscribed for next year as 
lots of people want to come here. 

“We might have had a loss of reputa¬ 
tion in the past but we want to build on 
what is here now 

“We want to create a cultural change 
which will help the children broaden 
their horizons and make them believe 
things are possible. 

“There is an awful lot more to do to 
take things forward. In the next three 
years we aim to make this the finest 
school in the area and I am delighted 
with the way we have started. 

“We want a modern approach to 
teaching and development where chil¬ 
dren should feel confident.” 

Sixth former Emily Sebastian said: 
“We have had lots of change but the 
students do get so much more.”

Electric car giving 
green clients a lift

THE first ‘green taxi’ in East 
Northamptonshire is on the 
road. 

The Toyota Prius, owned by the 
Warwick Chauffeur Company/ 
Norwoods is the first hybrid 
electric car to be licensed for hire 
in the area. 

It uses a combination of petrol 
and electric power units to 
achieve more miles per gallon 
and consequently, lower emis¬ 
sions. 

At slow speeds and in traffic the 
car can operate in totally electric 


mode with zero emissions and no 
noise pollution. 

The company was inspired to go 
electric after discovering how few 
real green transport choices are 
currently available in East 
Northamptonshire. 

The car has a smaller petrol 
motor and an electric motor pow¬ 
ered by a series of batteries. 

It optimises between petrol, 
electric or both to deliver the 
most economical performance. 

When braking and coasting, 
surplus energy is harvested by the 
car to recharge the batteries, 
avoiding the losses typical of nor¬ 
mal cars. The owner, Paul 


Warwick, said: “Introducing the 
hybrid to the Warwick Chauffer 
Company/Norwoods fleet means 
for the first time our clients can 
choose the green option for their 
private hire needs. 

“Our clients are excited by it and 
we will add more to the fleet in 
the New Year.” 

Julia Smith, East Northants 
Council’s commercial health 
manager, who is responsible for 
licensing, said: “We’re committed 
to achieving widespread adoption 
of low-carbon vehicles across the 
district and we welcome this 
move from the Warwick 
Chauffeur Company.”

Maternity unit’s 
award hopes for 
its bright ideas

TWO projects from Northampton 
General Hospital’s maternity unit are in 
the running for a national award. 

The innovative schemes, designed and 
implemented by the ward, have been 
shortlisted by the Royal College of 
Midwives (RCM). 

The introduction of a homebirth team 
has been shortlisted in the ‘implement¬ 
ing government policy’ category of the 
2011 RCM Annual Midwifery Awards and 
an educational programme for midwives 
from Europe in the category for ‘excel¬ 
lence in midwifery education’. 

The launch of the NGH homebirth team 
in April has enabled the unit to offer 
more choice to women and to handle 
more efficiently the rising number of 
homebirths in the area. 

In the first six months of operation the 
team received 500 referrals and home- 
births now account for around seven per 
cent of all NGH births - one of the high¬ 
est rates in the country. 

The team is led by senior midwives 
Anne Richley, Bobby Williams and Sally 
O’Connell. 

Anne said: “Having a dedicated team of 
12 midwives to focus on home births 
means that we can provide a high quality 
service. 

“We also provide antenatal and postna¬ 
tal care of the women who choose to give 
birth at home and the feedback we are 
getting is that women are delighted with 
the way we look after them. 

“Staff are reporting an increase in job 
satisfaction too and there is better conti¬ 
nuity and communication across the 
whole of the NGH maternity service as a 
result.” 

An educational programme to enhance 
the knowledge and skills of midwives 
from Europe was developed by Dr Sarah 
Church, senior lecturer in midwifery at 
the University of Northampton, in 
partnership with the hospital. 

NGH supervisor of midwives, Krystyna 
Grey, said: “We are seeing an increase in 
applications from midwives trained 
within mainland Europe and this pro¬ 
gramme was developed to offer them 
appropriate support. 

“It’s designed to enhance their knowl¬ 
edge and skills and help them to apply 
those within the context of UK practice. 

“The programme is not a means of 
assessing their competency, it is about 
introducing registered midwives to the 
culture and organisation, the provision 
and delivery of midwifery care in the UK. 

“Midwives who have completed the 
programme say it has boosted their con¬ 
fidence as well as their technical knowl¬ 
edge and that of course helps us provide 
a better quality of care for the women we 
support.” 

The award finals will take place on 
January 19 in London.

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The Cobblers kids are alright, 
says teenage star Wedderburn 



FOOTBALL 

ALAN Hansen famously said that Manchester 
United would, ‘Never win anything with kids’ 
at the start of the 1995/96 season. They 
subsequently went on to claim a Premier 
League and FA Cup double that same 
season. 

No-one is suggesting that Northampton 
Town’s young squad, with an average age of 
around 22, is ready to hit those highs just 
yet, but they remain in with a real chance of 
winning promotion from League Two. 

Nathaniel Wedderburn [pictured] is 
certainly one who is impressed by what he 
has seen so far. At 19, he is still one of those 
up-and-coming youngsters, but believes the 
Cobblers have got the balance right. 

“You need that mixture of youth and 
experience,” he said. “We’ve got more 
younger players than experienced ones, but 
they’re holding their own and doing well. 

“Ryan Gilligan is only 23 but you can class 
him as experienced because he’s played 
nearly 200 games. 

“The quality of players is brilliant. 

Technically we’ve got some very good 
players and a lot of them have played a lot of 
games. 

“Even the youngsters have played a lot of 
games, which helps because having them in 
the team helps everyone.” 

With Craig Hinton and Steve Guinan both 
leaving the club on-loan, Andy Holt, Marcus 
Hall and Leon McKenzie are the only squad 
members over the age of 30 at Sixfields. 

It has therefore fallen to the young players 
to fill that void, with loan signings Craig King, 
Ben Tozer and Ryan Jarvis also still being in 
their formative years as professional 
footballers. 

Wedderburn has settled into a central 
midfield role since joining Northampton from 
Stoke City in the summer, where he was 
named Academy Player of the Year in 2008. 

He has often featured alongside Abdul 
Osman in the centre of the park, saying: “He’s 
a good player to play with. He is strong in the 
tackle, good on the ball, and we talk a lot and 
get on well. 

“I’ve only played with Ryan Gilligan a few 
times, but as I said he has got a lot of 
experience and helps me out a lot. 

“I’ve only played one time with Kevin 
Thornton, but we all know that he is quality 
and it shines through during the games.

Rush of blood to the 
head helps Saints go 
a step nearer to Euro 
cup last eight spot

THEY may have been unhappy with the red card to 
Xavier Rush and the late try by Calum Clark, but 
Cardiff Blues only have themselves to blame after 
Northampton Saints edged a fiery contest 23-19 in 
Wales on Sunday. 

The Saints extended their lead at the top of Pool 
One with a resilient performance in the Heineken 
Cup, while effectively ending Cardiff’s hopes in the 
competition for another year. 

Head coach Dai Young was gracious in defeat, but 
the home fans were not so kind to referee Jerome 
Garces after he sent off Rush for a disgraceful high 
shot on Courtney Lawes. 

Then on 73 minutes, replacement Clark’s match- 
clinching try was awarded by Television Match Offi¬ 
cial Jean-Claude Levrier despite replays showing that 
he may have been tackled before being able to get 
the ball over the line. 

But in truth, it is a moot point. The simple facts are 
the Blues failed to turn possession and territory into 
points during the first half and were duly punished, 
while Stephen Myler’s 18 points kept the visitors 
within touching distance. 

Saints director of rugby Jim Mallinder said: “We 
were put under pressure quite a lot in the first half, 
the Blues dominated and we were fortunate to been 
at 9-9 going in at half time, but I was really pleased 
with the way we came out after half time. 

“We’ve had a number of sides who played wide 
against us and I remember Edinburgh, particularly 
in the first half, put us under a lot of pressure by 
moving ball, and in a way causing penalties by mak¬ 
ing us give them away through good attack. 

“We were put under a lot of pressure there, but I 
was really pleased with the way we responded to it 
in the second half.” 

All Cardiff had to show for their efforts in the first 
half were three penalties from Dan Parks, even with 
Northampton down to 14 at one point following 
James Downey’s sin-binning. 

It was thanks to the kicking of Myler that the Saints 
went in level at the break with the match delicately 
poised at nine points apiece, although within four 
minutes of the restart the hosts had put themselves 
in the driving seat. 

Casey Laulala’s break from halfway had taken the 


Blues up to the opposition’s 22 and Richard Mustoe 
spied a gap in the defence, bouncing off several play¬ 
ers before dotting down near the posts to give Parks 
a simple conversion. 

However, when Bradley Davies was yellow carded it 
allowed Myler to step up and slot over penalty num¬ 
ber four. 

Then on 54 minutes came the turning point when 
Rush clobbered Lawes with a swinging arm that 
started in Barry Island and would probably have fin¬ 
ished up in Newport had the Northampton lock’s 
head not been in the way of it. 

Referee Garces consulted with his touch judge and 
produced a red card, much to the dismay of the New 
Zealander. 

“He certainly came out of the line quickly and took 
his head off,” was all Mallinder would say when 
asked if the sending off was justified. 

Fly half Myler duly kicked the resulting penalty and 
then added his sixth of the afternoon that briefly saw 
Northampton lead. The Blues rallied and a close- 
range drop goal from Scotland international Parks 
put them back in front with 16 minutes to play. 

Playing with the numerical advantage, Northamp¬ 
ton surged forward and with seven minutes to go 
Clark tried to crash through the Cardiff defence look¬ 
ing for a try. 

The French match official was unsure and sent the 
decision upstairs to the TMO. There were no doubts 
in his mind that it was a fair try, although the missed 
conversion from Myler ensured a nervy end to the 
contest. 

Despite Clark then being sin-binned, Northamp¬ 
ton held out to put themselves firmly in control of 
Pool One, while Castres’ defeat at Edinburgh on 
Monday means that the Saints are now six points 
clear with two games to play and closing in on a 
home quarter final. 

“I don’t think we’ll dream about it, I think we’ll work 
towards that,” said Mallinder, adding: “We’ve got two 
good sides next - Edinburgh at home... and then that 
last game. We don’t quite know what will ride on it, 
but we’ve got to go down to Castres which I’m sure - 
whatever the situation of the pool - will be difficult. 

“We are learning, we’ve still got some fairly young 
players, and last year we won our three home games 
but lost the two big ones out in Munster and France. 

“We’ve talked about winning big games away from 
home this year and we’re doing that at the moment.”

Wilson praises pack for 
keeping Saints moving

RYAN Powell rates them as the best pack 
he has ever played behind, while Cardiff 
Blues head coach Dai Young believes they 
have the best scrum in Europe. 

There can be no doubt that the 
Northampton Saints forwards have be¬ 
come a respected and feared unit under the 
stewardship of Jim Mallinder and his right 
hand man Dorian West. 

Take the two recent Heineken Cup en¬ 
counters with Cardiff Blues, particularly 
last Sunday’s 23-19 triumph where a brutal 
destruction of the Welsh side’s set piece 
contributed to a crucial win. 

Playing at number eight, Roger Wilson is 
an integral part of making sure everything 
goes to plan when the sides pack down. 

He has been impressed by the work of the 
front row of Soane Tonga’uiha, Dylan Hart¬ 
ley and Brian Mujati, although has warned 
that Northampton must now start to match 
those efforts in every aspect of the game. 

“They’ve put their hands up pretty much 
every game, but we don’t want to become 
over-reliant on the scrum,” said Wilson. 

“Maybe you could say the scrum got us 
out of a bit of difficulty (against Cardiff) and 
if it hadn’t been so dominant then maybe 
the result might have been a little different. 

“But as long as they keep playing well 
then they’ll keep other areas of the game 
going well. 

“In the two games against Cardiff, we’ve 
been a little bit disappointed with our over¬ 
all game. Scrummage-wise, all season it has 
been good but we definitely want our over¬ 
all play to be better than it has been.” 

With two games left in Pool One, 
Northampton sit in first place and on Box¬ 
ing Day they set about defending top spot 
in the Aviva Premiership when they travel 
to the intimidating surroundings of King- 
sholm to face Gloucester. 

Like the Saints, Brian Redpath’s side have 
an imperious home record having won all 


13 matches on their own turf in the league 
to go with their recent good form that has 
seen them climb into contention for the 
play-offs. 

However, they slipped up against French 
side La Rochelle in the Amlin Challenge 
Cup last weekend, while the Cherry and 
Whites pack have struggled at the scrum all 
season. 

They have lost more than any other team 
in the league (20), while also winning the 
fewest (57) and can be sure that the Saints 
front eight will show no mercy. 

This is the first of two potentially tricky 
away games for Northampton over the next 
three weeks, with a trip to East Midlands 
rivals and defending champions Leicester 
Tigers coming up on Saturday, January 8. 

The following week they resume their 


Heineken Cup campaign at home to Edin¬ 
burgh where, depending on other results, 
they could seal a home quarter final. 

Wilson said: “We don’t want to look too far 
ahead, but at the moment we’re four out of 
four in this competition. It’s a very good ef¬ 
fort so far and we’re very happy with 
things.” 
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
